In IWO Mr. Cleveljiud was ciiosen shi'vifl 
of Erie county, X. Y,, and strvwl a 
tingle term. lu ISisl he was elected mayor 
of BuiYalo, and on November of the follow- 
Log year was elected governor of New 
York Iff jtibm laggeet la^iiititfM'iwt^'nn 
•at oandliato tat wa lame offloe in any 
Btate. 

In If'f^ Mr. Cleveland was nominated for 
president by tlie Ueniocrats, and elected, 
eince which tini<^ his niovenienta an too 
well known to need mentioning. 

On June 2, 188ti, Mr. Cleveland waa mar 
ried to Miss Frances Folaom, of Boffala 
Be was the first preeidant ever wedded in 
the White House. One cbUd— Botil— Oai 
bleaaed the union.

Chioaoo, Jtina 84.— Itwaainanraggy, 
damp atmosphere and onoomtotSble 
qoairten that th» delegates and specta- 
tors entered the wigwam yesterday 
afternoon. The conditions were no! 
pleasant. All the speculation ou the 
floor, and in the benches was about the 
length of time in which the conTention 
conld complete its work and enable the 
viiiton to leave the dty. Anothei 
heavy rainstorm in the morning added 
to the general desire to get away. Every 
day since the majority of the attendants 
upon the convention from abroad 
have been in the city it has rained, some- 
times iliree or four different times a day, 
•ad the eagerness of the visitors to get 
into dry atmospheric sturoondings wat 
almcat pathetic in its intensity.

" \ 1. A iicr.-on who pi rfoi iii> liilior or fiirnislit'S 
patciials In the erection. alterUi;,' or repiiirim; a 
housp, linlldlnK or other strnetnre. or for any 
fixture or maeliinery therein, or tor ^)ie excava- 
tion of cellar-. ci>teru«, vanlt-s, weiN. or for the 
improvement in any niannur of real estate hy 
contract iwith or hy the written consent of tlie 
owner, shal', liave a lien tliereon, and upon the 
land upon which 8ald improvemeut shall have 
been made, or on any interest siieh owner has iu 
the same, to socure the amount thereof, with 
coRt.s : and .said Hun on the land orlmprorementi 
■hall be superior to *&jr mortgage or encum- 
branoa created tubaeqaent to the beginning of 
tlie labor or the famlihtni of th« materiaU ; and 
l^eie ahall be no hoaeatead or other antnptloui 
aiafataat the Iton hartin, and la the following 
Mettoaa pnrtdad for, and lald Uaa, U anerted aa 
haralnafter provided, aball relate baek,and take

Unt 
the llien.s authorized liy thi-* ( haptcr shall have 
no etieet it security shall have been tiiken for the 
labor performed or materials furn!>licd. 

i S. And because many laborinij men ami ma 
tcrial men are, by the preseitt inadeiinate ami 
delusive law, deceived as to their rii?hts, which 
are few, If any, upon ttlat subject, an emergency 
therefor exists, and this act shall takeefliMt upon 
Ita approval by the Governor.
